Fred Walzer, who produced the 
winning aggregation of last year, 
will manage the men again this sea- 
son. He won in the balloting over 
Wilmer G. Crowell, who led the 
team two years ago. 

Senator Fletcher W. Stites leads 
the list of vice presidents. Mr. Stites 
was president last season. In his 
absence Tuesday night Mr. Cabrey 
wielded the gavel. Robert J. Nash 
and John A. Miller are the other 
vice presidents. 

Charles E. Harnden, who has 
managed the club's finances with 
such great success during recent 
years, will continue as secretary- 
treasurer, assisted by Robert Comp- 
ton. 

John C. Nash will officiate as 
business manager. That post was 
ably held down last year by Harry 
Hollar, and the season before by 
the late Samuel Wisler. The task 
of arranging schedules and direct- 
ing the business policy of the team 
is no light task. 

A new post was created this year. 
It is Superintendent of Grounds, 
which title is now possessed by Wil- 
liam Newborg. The name of "Bill" 
Newborg has long stood for faithful 
service to local baseball. He has 
been one of a small group of men 
who have never flagged in their in- 
terest ; who have tackled the "dirty 
work" for the love o' the thing, and, 
to a large extent, have made win- 
ning baseball a regular feature of 
Narberth life. 

With this imposing list of citi- 
zenry in command, Narberth is 
champing at the. bit, ready: -for-~the 
opening of the playing season. It 
was agreed at the meeting that the 
local team was again to be a .unit 
in the Main Line League and a mo- 
tion was passed that membership be 
formally applied for. 

This will probably be done Mon- 
day night, when President Robert 
J. Edgar of the League will hold the 
first meeting at Mr. Nash's office. 
At that gathering there will be rep- 
resentatives present from all of last 
year's teams, in addition to those 
from a number of new applicants. 

From present indications, the 
demand for a place on the roster 
will exceed the supply of vacancies. 
If this condition exists, and if the 
new ones are to be accommodated, 
the league will be faced with a 
problem. Two alternatives have 
been suggested : That the circuit be 
increased to eight clubs, or that the 
league be maintained at the present 
level of six, the new members being 
admitted by dropping the teams at 
the far western end of the line. 

No decision on this can be made 
until the full list of applicants is 
available. There are indications that 
Bala-Cynwyd, which tied with Nar- 
berth for honors in. the regular 
schedule, may split into teams. Last 
year's aggregation came largely 
from Gladwyne. That town may 
run a team of their own, or may 
gravitate to Ardmore this year. On 
the other hand, a movement is on 
foot to have the Neighborhood Club 
of Bala-Cynwyd back a real local 
outfit in the twin cities. 

If the Neighborhood Club should 
back the ball team, it would mean 
that players would possibly have to 
be residents of Bala and Cynwyd. 
This would mean the loss of many 
stars of last year who came from 
Gladwyne, but in spite of this ob- 
servers feel that a good team could 
be organized among the college and 
school players who live there.

The Executive Board of the 
Women's Club has given the heart- 
iest co-operation in the development 
of plans for the formation of a new 
Library Association and last Janu- 
ary appointed their president, Mrs.

vital point in the Library's develop- 
ment. All people who for the per- 
sonal satisfaction which they have 
derived from the Library's facilities 
or who for broader reasons have ap r 
proved of the development of a suc- 
cessful library in this community 
can now lend valuable assistance to 
that enterprise merely by attending 
this meeting. It is not the intention 
to solicit funds or contributions at 
this meeting. What is desired is a 
community discussion of a commu- 
nity enterprise. 

The proposal to form a new as- 
sociation of both men and women to 
take over the responsibility for the 
Community Library is in no respect 
a reflection upon the Women's Com- 
munity Club nor the present volun- 
teer staff of more than forty women 
who are conducting the active af- 
fairs of the Library. There is 
every reason to believe that the 
present Library is a permanent in- 
stitution of community service and 
that if a vote of all the people could 
be taken on whether the Library 
should be discontinued entirely, 
there would be an overwhelming re- 
turn in favor of its continuance and 
growth. This statement is made 
principally to indicate how much 
the Women's Community Club has 
already done for the entire bor- 
ough. That club will always take 
much satisfaction in that one fact. 
Narberth as a whole, however, 
while giving full recognition to the 
Women's Community Club, would 
naturally not expect that organiza- 
tion, which must primarily serve 
the interests of its own membership, 
to continue indefinitely to provide 
free library facilities for all the 
men, women and children of the 
community.

Talk by Anne E. Harlan 
Opening her talk with a few lines 
of Richard Watson Gilder's descrip- 
tion of the road to Bethany, Miss 
Anna E. Harlan gave a brief sum- 
mary of her own journey over the 
hot, dusty way, through the old 
Biblical cities to Bethany as a pre- 
lude to her visit to the little town 
of Oberamergau, where she went to 
see the Passion Play. 

Recalling the origin of the play 
she said that in 1633 the people of 
that region had been visited by a 
dreadful plague, from which eighty- 
four of the inhabitants had died. 
After a season of prayer for relief, 
the plague ceased, and the people 
vowed to give the play every ten 
vears as a means of thanksgiving. 
The Passion Play portrays the be- 
trayal of Christ and His sacrificial 
death and glorious resurrection. 

The young men and women who 
take part in the play are chosen by 
vote of the people of the town, and 
are trained for years for their parts. 
The actors play in the open air 
on an enormous platform. The 
chorus accompanying is made up of 
forty-odd voices and the orchestra 
of fifty pieces. The music is won- 
derful and in keeping with the 
action of the story. The women 
have their long hair hanging loose, 
and wear gowns of white covered 
with flowing robes of soft green, 
blue and rose. 

The play begins about 8 A. M., 
with a two-hour recess at noon, and 
continues until nearly six in the 
evening, when the twilight descends 
quickly. After the scene of the res- 
urrection and the misty figure of the 
Christus, in white, has disappeared 
from the hills into the cloud, the 
wonderful play closes with a joyous 
song by the chorus, "He Has Risen, 
Who Has Given His Life for All. 
Hallelulia !" 

Miss Harlan's description was 
given with much pathos and feeling, 
and was met with hushed attention 
by the audience., 

Mrs. Horace Ruch closed the 
afternoon's program with three 
solos, beautifully rendered, "The 
Time For Making Songs Has 
Come;" "Noon and Night," and 
"Apples on the Lilac Tree." 



An offer from a Merion man to 
give the first donation of $1000 
towards a new hook-and-ladder 
truck for the Narberth Fire De- 
parment featured the monthly meet- 
ing held in the Borough Hall Tues- 
day night. 

The offer came from Dr. Albert 
C. Barnes, who was also speaker of 
the evening. Dr. Barnes has long 
been a friend of the company and 
last year sent a check for $500 to 
the local firemen. 

Dr. Barnes was present at the in- 
vitation of the officers and after 
routine business had been cleared 
up, he was asked to speak. In a 
most pleasing and interesting way, 
he gave an account of vocational 
psychology as used in his own busi- 
ness and applied it to the job of 
fire-fighting. 

In his factory, he stated, em- 
ployees were carefully studied, to 
discover the jobs they liked best 
and were best equipped to perform. 
By fitting the men to the work they 
liked, enthusiasm and initiative were 
developed, and highly successful re- 
sults had been accomplished. 

Thus it is, he said, with firemen. 
Men of initiative and bravery, with 
a taste for excitement, naturally 
gravitate to fire-fighting, and for 
that reason, the volunteer companies 
are able to perform wonderful work. 
In his business, though, he point- 
ed out, a man must be equipped with 
the proper tools, else all his en- 
thusiasm means little. In the case 
of the Narberth Fire Department, 
lack of equipment has been the 
weak spot. 

"Your company," he told the men, 
"is recognized as one of the best 
trained and most efficient among 
suburban outfits. You have accom- 
plished wonders with limited appa- 
ratus. But that condition should 
not continue; you are entitled to 
better and more equipment." 

In discussing the matter, it was 
agreed that the old hook-and-lad- 
der had been outgrown, and that a 
larger, more fully-equipped piece 
was needed at once. "But," Presi- 
dent du Marais pointed out, "we 
have not paid for the pumping en- 
gine yet, and therefore cannot go 
ahead with any new plans." 

It was Dr. Barnes' opinion that 
the new engine could be financed by 
an appeal to men of means living 
outside the borough, and who re- 
ceived lower insurance rates because 
of Narberth's protection. "In fact," 
he went on, "I will be glad to start 
the fund by pledging $1000 toward 
the new truck." 

Chief Noel then stated that three 
more men had promised to match 
any other contribution, and that 
about $2000 could be realized on the 
old truck. That would mean that 
$6000 of the sum needed for the 
new outfit is in sight. The engine 
would cost between $8000 and $10,- 
000, he said.

(Continued from the First Page) 
by the Chairman of the Literature 
Committee of the Women's Com- 
munity Club and ever since then has 
been managed by her and her vol- 
unteer asssistants, who have steadilv 
increased in numbers as the work 
has enlarged. The Women's Com- 
munity Club made an original ap- 
propriation of $30 with which eight- 
een books were bought. The Li- 
brary first opened for business when 
those eighteen books were assem- 
bled on the window-sill of the small 
bungalow which, with the log cabin, 
has just been torn down to make 
room for the new building of the 
Merion Title and Trust Company. 
At first the patronage of the Library 
was confined principally to members 
of the Women's Community Club 
who had previously formed a small 
reading circle. The first indication 
of outside interest and support came 
from the late William Livingston, 
who was possibly the first male 
patron and who gave the Library 
its first important contribution, 
which was a fairly large collection 
of current fiction that continued for 
a long time to swell the rental in- 
come of the Library. 

It can now be revealed that a rep- 
resentative of the State Library at 
Harrisburg was consulted for ad- 
vice before the Narberth Commu- 
nity Library was launched. That 
person that the plan was not feasible 
and that a worth-while library could 
not be developed in that way. So 
far as past experience went, the | style. 



member of the State Library staff 

was correct. Only a number of for 

tunate circumstances, at that time 

unknown, made it possible for the 

Narberth Library to succeed along 

the lines wherein many others had 

failed. One of these factors was 

the adoption of the rental system, 

confined to new fiction only, by 

means of which a sufficient income 

was derived to provide for adequate 

growth so long as all of that income 

could be spent for the purchase of 

new books. In order to make this 

possible it was necessary to procure 

quarters and labor at no expense at 

all, 

Adequate quarters with light and 
heat were provided free of charge 
by the directors of the old Y. M. 
C. A. building. These quarters 
were provided before the Library 
was more than six months old and 
without that generous and friendly 
support from the Y. M. C. A. di- 
rectors the Library would have been 
seriously handicapped and retarded. 
This policy of providing free quar- 
ters has been continued since last 
October by the Merion Title and 
Trust Company, to whom the build- 
ing was sold. 

The third major problem, that of 
providing adequate and real com- 
petent help without any expense, 
was solved by another equally for- 
tunate circumstance which was that 
there was available here in Narberth 
a sufficiently large group of women 
who possessed not only the interest, 
time and enthusiasm, but also the 
somewhat unusual ability to submit 
to training and to work under what 
has really amounted to business or- 
ganization methods.

PLANNED FOR SUBURBS 



Two Structures for Ardmore; One for 
Bryn Mawr. 

Several new apartment houses 
projects for Philadelphia's suburbs 
have been announced. 

One of these is a structure of 
steel and brck, three stories in 
height, which will be erected in Ard- 
more, from plans prepared by J.

C. Pratt, of Philadelphia, prepared 
the plans for the building, which 
will be three stories, 40 by 100 feet. 



$303,506 FOR SEMINARY 

Record Annual Collection Made for 
St. Charles, Overbrook. 

The largest annual collection ever 
made for St. Charles Borromeo 
Seminary, Wynnewood road, Over- 
brook, was announced Sunday night 
at a meeting of the diocesan sem- 
inary collectors in the Cathedral 
chapel. 

A total of $303,506.95 was receiv- 
ed this year. This is an increase of 
$26,436,444 over last year. This 
is believed to be one of the largest 
amounts ever collected for a dioces- 
an seminary in any part of the 
world. 

Cardinal Dougherty, who presid- 
ed at the meeting, announced ground 
would be broken for a new building 
to provide a preparatory department 
for the seminary.

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EVANS HAS BILL TO 

GOVERN ANNEXATION 



Borough Residents See Danger in 
Proposed Law. 

Representative Burd P. Evans, of 
Montgomery county, has placed a 
bill before the House amending the 
law relative to borough government 
by requiring written consent of the 
majority of property owners of a 
township before a part of the town- 
ship may be annexed to any bor- 
ough. 

Much adverse criticism of this 
has already been heard in boroughs 
of the county. The bill has aroused 
opposition not only in Norristown, 
which it chiefly affects in this coun- 
ty, but also in Narberth. 

Said the Norristown Register 
last week in commenting editorially 
on Represtntative Evans' bill: 

"There is fear that the bill before the 
legislation which would prohibit the an- 
nexation of territory to a borough unless 
a majority of the whole township to which 
such territory was attached gave its ap- 
proval, may prove a drawback to efforts 
of many boroughs in the State to enlarge 
their boundaries and advance themselves 
into the class of cities. Also that it will 
deprive many sections of territory im- 
mediately adjoining boroughs from realiz- 
ing their wish of securing the benefits of 
town improvements by being connected 
with the borough governments. 

"Since Montgomery has a large number 
of large and constantly growing boroughs, 
this law is particularly applicable to its 
affairs. It might for many years prevent 
these boroughs from enlarging their bounds 
and taking in sections of territory and 
population which, because of their proxi- 
mity and their mutual delations, would 
be manifestly better off within the bor- 
ough governments than in the township 
governments. 

"A desire on the part of sparsely set- 
tled sections of a township, for instance, 
to prevent a more populous, more valu- 
able and hence larger taxpaying section 
from leaving the township entity and unit- 
ing with an adjacent borough because 
of the loss of taxes that would ensue, 
could keep such section in the township 
government against the clear desires and 
will of its people. For the combined votes 
of the people in the more thinly distant 
sections might easily overrule the vote of 
the one section. 

"This seems like denial of the right of 
a community of people to designate the 
government they will live under, a right 
which should exist, even under the gen- 
eral rules for local governments laid down 
in the statues. To deny some members 
of a local government the right to say 
they can not improve their living condi- 
tions and their communitity statue by 
uniting with a larger unit of government, 
is inflicting a hardship upon them, and 
depriving them of certain inherent rights. 

"General laws must classify and pro- 
vide the governmental methods for the 
various political units in the State, but 
to insist that such a unit can not be 
altered when it is to the distinct advantage 
of some of its people to alter it, is estab- 
lishing a hard and fast rule that may 
prove to be as hampering to the develop- 
ment of towns of the State as it will be 
unpopular among those adversely af- 
fected."

FIRE POLICE 

Planned for County Fire Companies. 
Started in Norristown. 

Plans are on foot to form a coun- 
ty fire-police unit. The Mont- 
gomery County Firemen's Associa- 
tion of which most of the fire com- 
panies of the county are members, 
is behind the project. 

Norristown has already formed 
a fire police unit. Representatives 
from the Bryn Mawr fire company 
were present at an inspection of this 
unit held last week in the county 
seat. 

County companies which do not 
have fire police will begin at once to 
organize such units. It is also pro- 
posed to form the police of the en- 
tire county into one body, which 
would be known as the Montgomery 
County Fire Police Associatioin. In 
this event any fire police, of any 
town would have the same power to 
act in any part of the county. 

At the yearly meeting of the 
Montgomery County Firemen's As- 
sociation at Norristown, April 20, 
fire police will be on duty to handle 
the motor cars and other traffic. 
There will be no police present al 
the Hoy banque, but 20 will be dis- 
patched for duty at the banquet of 
the Firemen's Union at Norristown, 
April 25.

exemplified in his own life story. 

"I can hope for no happiness in 
"serving only myself," he said. 
"What though I have momentary 
pleasure, have I discovered in it the 
essence of happiness? For three 
years I have given the best of me 
to the training of boys. In the nat- 
ural environment of the Pocono 
Mountains, at our Camp Lenape, I 
watch and help to mould the spiri- 
tual growth of your white American 
boys." 

The Chief, a strong-looking man 
with a healthy glow on his bronzed 
skin, dilated on the work being done 
at Camp Lenape, up in Pike county, 
where he is the instructor of 100 
boys every summer in woodcraft 
and nature study. 

The camp is maintained by a nat- 
ure-loving instructor in the Whar- 
ton School, University of Penn- 
sylvania, James Keiser, and his 
brother. 

"Up there," said Chief Strong- 
wolf, referring to the camp, "we 
have the young boys for a month or 
two each summer, and by a rigor- 
ous life next to nature we try to 
develop in them healthy bodies and 
clean minds. 

Teaches Bird Calls 

"I teach them the calls of the 
birds, I show them the different 
trees and plants, and with them, we 
study the lives and habits of the 
little furred creatures that become 
so interesting when one knows how 
and when to look for them. Nature 
and the study of primitive things 
bring about a healthy mental state 
that helps to develop what I call 
'moral courage' — the most needed 
thing in character building. 

"And, through it all, I want to 
help boys wherever I can, because 
it is only through the help that a 
number of splendid men have ex- 
tended to me that I have been able 
to get where I am today, that is, in 
a position to be able to study, so 
that I may carry on the search into 
the history and origin of my people, 
the North American Indians." 

Chief Strongwolf lives in Nar- 
berth. He is a student in anthro- 
pology at the University of Penn- 
sylvania, and he intends to use this 
study, when completed, as the basis 
for his researches into the little- 
known history of the red man's 
origin. 

Born in Wisconsin. 

His life, in itself, is an interesting 
story. He was born in Northern 
Wisconsin, not far from the Canad- 
ian line, of Ojibway parents. 

He lived with his family until he 
was 18 years old, hunting and trap- 
ping by winter and working in the 
logging camps in the summers. But 
there was little work being done in 
the local lumber camps, and circum- 
stances became straitened for the 
humble Indian family. So Joseph 
Strongwolf one day, to make things 
easier for his father and brother, 
suddenly went off to a prosperous 
lumber camp in Canada to make 
his own living. Here he worked 
and saved until at the age of 20 he 
had saved enough to allow him to 
enter school. 

So when most white boys are 
finishing their school careers, he 
started his grammar school edu- 
cation in Madison, Wis. Working 
and studying he progressed until in 
1914, when he was about to enter 
the University of Pennsylvania the 
war commenced. 

Enlisted With British. 

He enlisted with the British 
forces, forged his way ahead be- 
cause of his scouting abilities, and 
served all through that struggle, 
first with the British, and later with 
the Americans. 

Then, with his purpose clear to 
him again, and with the aid of Dr. 
Frank G. Speck, of the Anthropolo- 
gy Department of the University of 
Pennsylvania, and other public- 
spirited Philadelphians, he resum- 
ed his studies. 

At boys' camps, at scout meet- 
ings, at Sunday schools, anywhere 
his services can be used, he may be 
found, in full Indian regalia, trying 
to show his appreciation to the 
friends who have helped him by 
telling the assembled boys and girls 
of the simple code of the red man, 
which developed "moral courage," 
and dependence upon one's own 
sense of right.

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BEETLE QUARANTINE 

FOR MONTGOMERY 

Jap Pest, Active Here Last Year, 
Has Spread. 
The Japanese beetle having this 
year spread over a larger territory 
in Pennsylvania, New Jersey and 
Delaware than ever before, the 
Federal Horticultural Board of the 
Department of Agriculture at 
Washington has announced a wide 
expansion of the area in which 
quarantine regulations will be en- 
forced against the destructive pest. 
In Pennsylvania the affected 
region includes all or large por- 
tions of Philadelphia, Delaware, 
Chester, Montgomery, Bucks and 
Berks counties. In New Jersey 
virtually the whole of Ocean, Hun- 
terdon, Monmouth, Middlesex and 
Somerset counties are subject to 
the quarantine. New Castle is the 
only county in Delaware where it 
applies. 

An important new provision of 
the regulations was also an- 
nounced by the Horticultural 
Board. It prohibits the Interstate 
movement of any farm products 
from freight yards, docks or mar- 
kets in the regulated area, irre- 
spective of origin, to points out- 
side, such area during periods 
when large numbers of the beetles 
are on the wing. 

Restrictions on the movement 
of farm products from the quaran- 
tined territory have been materi- 
ally revised, both as regards direct 
shipments from point of produc- 
tion and shipments from Philadel- 
phia and other markets within the 
regulated area. 

The list of regulated articles has 
also been considerably reduced 
and types of products as have 
meen determined as most likely to 
carry beetles during the active 
adult stage of the insect. 

Fears Spread of Scourge. 
It was pointed out by the beetle 
experts that unless more rigorous 
orecautions are taken by the State 
°nd national authorities the 
scourge will spread to every fer- 
tile spot in the country. 

The decision of the Federal 
Horticultural Board of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture to extend the 
quarantined area was made after i 
data, compiled during the past 
nine months, was turned over to 
the board for examination March 
9. This data was collected by L. 
B. Smith, who is now in charge of 
the station at Riverton. Quaran- 
tine work will not begin until the 
full-grown beetles come above the 
ground in June. 

So far as the extension of the 
original area of infestation is con- 
cerned, Professor Hadley said that 
neither he nor his associates in 
the fight against the pests are un- 
duly alarmed. The fighting forces 
have ex ected an extension of this 
area by about five or 10 miles year- 
ly, until thev have set up certain 
conditions that will repulse the 
ravager. 

"If it were not for the outbreak 
on Montgomery Island and the 
■worriment we heretofore felt over 
•funds to finance the 1925 work, 
we would feel elated over the con- 
ditions that exist," Professor Had- 
ley said. "Through the Riverton 
station, from which Pennsylvania, 
New Jersey, Delaware and the 
Federal Government conduct the 
fight, we have established three 
different kinds of parasites which 
can be counted upon ultimately to 
battle the beetles." 

Tachlnld Kill the Beetles. 
"Our greatest success has been 
the tachinid, which kills the adult 
beetle. This parasite lays its eggs 
on the shoulder of the beetle, par- 
ticularly the female. The larvae 
of these bore into the beetle and in 
the end kill it. The action of the 
larvae of the tachinid on the beetle 
is similar to a cancer on the hu- 
man. Almost as soon as the bor- 
ing begins the beetle, almost in- 
tuitively crawls away, and makes 
preparations to die. 

"We have had some success also 
with two parasites which kill the 
grubs, or larvae, but we cannot 
claim as much for these as we can 
for the tachinid. It is not the easi- 
est thing to establish these para- 
sites. We are forced to go to 
Japan, Korea, Chile and India and 
bring them here and then prepare 
conditions as nearly possible as 
those in which they thrive in their 
native haunts. But too frequently 
some slight element is overlooked, 
and the venture is unsuccessful. 

"Even when the parasites be- 
come once established it takes 
'•-■ sometime before they multiply 
and reach a parity numercially 
with the 'host,' or beetle. The 
parasite is always much slower in 
developing than the 'host.' Ulti- 
mately we feel qnite sure that the 
introduced parasites will subdue 



the beetles, but before this time 
comes the infested area will in- 
crease. ' 

"It is the only way that the 
battle against, the pests can be 
waged. To attempt to use sprays 
or flushes over a large area is 
too costly. Such action would cost 
from $50 to $60 an acre. This is 
all right for lawns, or golf courses, 
and such action in these cases is 
advised, but it would hardly pay 
a farmer to spray several hundred 
acres." 

Federal Appropriations Cuts. 

The Federal appropriations to 
fight the scourge were cut from 
$616,000 to $280,000, Professor 
Hadley said, and this cut will 
seriously impede the work of the 
men who are going to fight the 
beetle. The States have also 
promised to give sums. Delaware 
has promised $10,000; New Jer- 
sey, $60,000, and Pennsylvania, 
•$75,000. No appropriations have 
been made yet. All of the money 
received will be spent through the 
Riverton station, Professor Had- 
ley said. 

"We will have to eliminate one 
branch of service, conducting a 
quarantine on farm products 
shipped out of the infested area," 
Professor Hadley continued. "If 
we still have the support of the 
States we will be able to carry on 
all other phases of the work, 
which includes investigation and 
research, introducing parasites and 
carrying on a quarantine of the 
nursery products shipped out of 
the beetle-stricken area."

members take this campaign in hand 
and proceed at once to approach 
prospective donors with a view to 
putting the plan through at once. 
Cynwyd Steals a March. 

There was much indignation 
when it was learned that the 
Bala-Cynwyd fire company was so- 
liciting dues in South Merion as 
usual. Narberth leaders seemed to 
think that Cynwyd was violating the 
privilege recently given Narberth to 
solicit funds for its new apparatus 
in Merion by its action in going after 
dues as usual in the southside ter- 
ritory. 

Further umbrage was taken at 
the leter which Cynwyd is sending 
with its bills. The Narberth men 
resented what they termed the veil- 
ed attacks taken at them in the 



Cynwyd letter. Especially distaste- 
ful was the part which intimated 
that after South Merion residents 
had helped to pay for Cynwyd ap- 
paratus they were now to be asked 
to pay for Narberth Borough en- 
gines. 

Narberth has. not yet done any so- 
liciting for funds in the contested 
territory. It was decided to begin 
immediate action. 

"Harmony" Not Succeeding. 

The accusation of Fire Chief 
Charles V. Noel, that his _ com- 
pany was being discriminated 
against because of its recent con- 
troversy with Cynwyd and Town- 
ship Fire Companies as to terri- 
tory which it should cover in 
South Merion, provided the only 
interesting spqt in an otherwise 
dull "harmony" fire meeting 
which was held in the township 
building in Ardmore last Thurs- 
day evening. 

Chief Noel declared that his 
company had not been called out 
to recent fires in Merion while 
the Cynwyd and West Manayunk 
Companies, which were further 
away from the scene, had been 
called. He intimated that an or- 
ganized effort was being made by 
Cynwyd and Township Compan- 
ies to keep the Narberth volun- 
teers from going into action in the 
contested territory. 

It was explained to him by 
Cynwyd representatives that the 
Cynwyd Company had been call- 
ed out to fires in Merion that were 
near to Narberth not because of 
wilful discrimination but because 
the Merion telephones are on the 
Cynwyd exchange and the oper- 



ators find that they can reach the 
Cynwyd Company quicker than 
Narberth. To get Narberth the 
operators must first relay their 
calls through the Ardmore ex- 
change. The reason why West 
Manayunk was called was attrib- 
uted to the same reason. 

The meeting last week was the 
second of the series of conferences 
between the various fire compan- 
ies of the township. The first was 
held a month ago under the direc- 
tion of the fire committee of the 
Lower Merion Commission for 
the purpose of engendering better 
relations between the companies. 

That meeting was attended by 
representatives of all five com- 
panies, but at the one held last 
week the Ardmore and Bryn 
Mawr Companies were absent. 
The meetings are scheduled to be 
regular monthly affairs but some 
doubt is expressed if more of 
them will be held.
